MERRIMACK COUNTY CONVENTION 
OPIS ( 


January 1937. 


In accordance with the notice from the Speaker of the 
House, a meeting of the Merrimack County Delegation was 
held in room 100 of the State House, immediately after the 
adjournment of the morning session. 

The meeting was called to order by Donald Piper of 
Franklin. 

On motion by Mr. Baker of Concord, Mr. Ball of Con- 
toocook was nominated as a candidate for Chairman of 
the delegation. Mr. Sanderson of Pittsfield nominated Mr. 
Perkins. A ballot was taken and the results were as fol- 
lows: Mr. Ball, 21, Mr. Ahern, 1, Mr. Perkins, 15. Mr. 
Ball of Contoocook being duly elected Chairman of 1937 
Merrimack County Delegation. 

On motion of Mr. Sanderson of Pittsfield, Mr. Piper 
of Franklin was elected Clerk of the Delegation by accla- 
mation. 

On motion of Mr. Sanderson the meeting was adjourned 
until further notice of the Chairman.

At the call of the Chairman, a meeting of the Merrimack 
County Delegation was held in room 100 for a hearing on 
House Bill 323, a bill presented by Mr. Douphinette of 
Franklin for the division of Merrimack County as to the 
election of County Commissioners. 
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In favor of the bill were: Mr. Douphinette, Mr. DuPont 
of Pembroke, Mr. Dempsey of Franklin, Mr. Nutter of 
Epsom. 

Those who spoke against the bill were: Mr. Rowe of 
Henniker, Mr. Knowlton of Concord, Mr. Ahern of Con- 
cord. 

On motion by Mr. Ahern the meeting was continued until 
a further date.

Mr. Wylie of Concord offered an amendment in favor of 
dividing the County into two Districts, Concord having two 
County Commissioners and the rest of the County at large 
having one. Much discussion followed as to whether the 
County voters would vote for all the Commissioners or not. 

It was moved by Mr. Sanderson that a vote on Mr. 
Wylie’s amendment be taken. The vote was as follows: 
eight in favor and fourteen not in favor and the amendment 
did not carry. 

Mr. Saltmarsh made a motion that the bill be sent back to 
the House as inexpedient to legislate.

CouNTy FARM 


In submitting this report, we feel that we are indeed 
fortunate to be able to report that the County Institution 
at Boscawen continues under the direction of Mr. and Mrs. 
J. M. Lorden, as Superintendent and Matron, who through 
years of efficient service have gained the respect and con- 
fidence of all who are familiar with their administration. 

A considerable amount of work has been done during the 
year to keep the building in proper repair, while some per- 
manent improvements have also been made. While this 
has been a busy year, we are glad to report that the cash 
receipts at the farm were the largest on record and all ex- 
penditures were kept within the appropriation. The report 
of the Superintendent supplies much detailed information, 
to which your attention is called. 


WELFARE AND RELIEF 


The relief situation continues to be one of the major 
problems of the present time, not only in Merrimack County, 
but in the state and country at large. This condition is 
most likely to continue until the unemployment situation is 
cleared up, at least to some extent. 

The mere raising of more taxes by towns, cities, counties 
and the state, does not provide the formula to remedy the 
cause, any more than the passing of laws which merely 
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shifts the tax burden from state to county or town. What- 
ever unit of government may administer relief, it will be the 


tax payer who has to pay in the final analysis.

REPORT OF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR 


Concord, N. H.; Feb. 18, 1938. 


To the Comnussioners for the County of Merrimack: 


I herewith submit my report as County Solicitor for the 
year ending December 31, 1937: 

The indictments returned and the disposition of them at 
the April 1937 term of the Superior Court were as follows:

I am pleased to report that the usual expenditures at- 
tributed to my office were approximately $1,400 less than 
the amount estimated by the Merrimack County budget com- 
mittee. The budget for 1937 was $8,620.00 and the expen- 
ditures $7,247.85. 

In October, 1937, Deputy Sheriff Cleveland Percy, who 
had done most of the criminal investigation work, joined 
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the staff of the newly organized State Police as an inspector. 
I am glad to make public announcement as Count Solicitor 
of my appreciation of the value of his services to the county 
during the past nine years. 

The last Legislature created a State Probation Depart- 
ment, but provided for only four probation officers. The 
law does, however, require the appointment of a probation 
officer by Municipal Courts in towns or cities having a popu- 
lation of over five thousand, and permits the appointment 
by other courts. Concord and Franklin are the only cities 
in Merrimack County which have populations in excess of 
five thousand. There are, however, municipal courts in 
Allenstown, Boscawen, Danbury, Henniker, Hooksett, New 
London, Pembroke and Pittsfield. It is not expected that 
each of these municipal courts will have its own probation 
officer. I would suggest that the municipal courts in Mer- 
rimack County, outside of Concord and Franklin, join in 
employing at adequate compensation, a competent probation 
officer approved by the State Probation Board, or contri- 
bute to the salary of the probation officer at Concord or 
Franklin, with an understanding that they would be en- 
titled to his services when needed.
